Abbott submitted to ar- 
rest without resistance and was locked 
vp. Sheriff Henry of Madison County 
took him, to Edwardsville in the after- 
poon and. locked him up there. 

Abbott and his wife have been sepa- 
rated several months. At 8 p. m. Sun- 
day, Abbott, while driving with Fred 
Schneider, a friend, passed his wife and 
Robins in a buggy. According’ tv 
Sclineider, Abbott stopped and got out 
of the buggy, stopping the other vehicle 
in the road. 

Schneider says Abbott fired one shot. 
lt struek Robins in. the left breast.- Ab- 
bott. then escaped. Sehneider notified 
the authorities and Mrs. Abbott was ar- 
rested and placed in jail in Williamson, 

Mrs. Abbott said that when her hus- 
hand stopped the buggy Robins reached 
out to shake hands with him, and that 
as he did so her husband fired the shot 
She said her husband knew that since 
their separation she had accepted at- 
tentions from Robins.

Roosevelt's Letter.

stance in connection with the tobacco 
interests and in connection with a 
wealthy man who wished to be consid- 
ered for the position of Minister to Bel- 
gium) contributions were immediately 
declined when it was found either that 
the donor hoped for some favor, or 
even that the Government was about 
to take some action which affected the 
donor or donors; while as soon as it was 
known that certain big financiers as 
well as influential politicians like Mr. 
Odell had urged the appointment of 
James H. Hyde as Ambassador to 
France, Mr. Cortelyou, and I believe 
you also, protested strongly, and the 
financiers in question at once accepted 
my explanation of why it would be itm- 
possible to put so young and untried a 
man in any such position and abandoned 
all efforts to press him.”’

Many Interesting Features. 

The century old deed under which the 
land was conveyed to the.city was 
found, and showed some interesting fea- 
tures. The donors were William Cham- 
bers, William Christy and Thomas 
Wright, who operated a ferry at the 
foot of North Market street a century 
ago. According to the language of the 
deed, the land was to be employed ‘as 
& public common forever.”’ 

The donors specified that three blocks 
at the west of the tract, called ‘‘circles,”’ 
should be used for definite purposes. 
“Circle No. 1,’’ states the document, 
“the mound overlooking the city, is to 
be the site of a seminary of learning.” 

Not only was the seminary not erect- 
ed, but even the mound has long since 
been razed. 

Circle No, 2, ‘‘on the hill,’’ was devised 
for such public purposes “as the au- 
thorities should see fit to use it for.” 
Circle No. 3 was to be the site of a 
“house of worship and of a burial 
ground for religious persons of all de- 
nominations.”’ 

The three men who gave the land laid 
out streets about the circles, which they 
called State, Church and Coledge streets. 
These names have for nearly 100 years 
been forgotten in the vicinity. 

Rights Were Reserved. 

The proprietors reserved the right to 
remove the fruit trees from the land 
and to cultivate it until Jan. 1, 1817, 
and to collect fares for their ferry at 
the levee. 

For many years the land lay idle as 
a vacant lot, the intentions of the donors 
never having been carried out. Then, 
in 1887, the land was transferred by the 
Municipal Assembly from the jurisdic- 
tion of the Park Commissioner go that 
of the Harbor and Wharf Commission- 
er, who was empowered to rent ground 
“for the piling and storing of lumber 
and merchandise for an equivalent of 
not less than 7 cents per month per 100 
square feet.’’ 

Oviatt will introduce in the House of 
Delegates Friday night a resolution re- 
storing the land to the jurisdiction of 
the Park Department. This will be fol- 
lowed, if passed, he says, by another 
resolution ordering the railroads to va- 
cate the land.

Retiring Pastor Tells Alliance 
Where Many Control Ten- 
dency Is to Corruption. 








Dr. S. H. Wainwright, retiring pastor 
cf the Southern Methodist Church at 
University City, who is soon to go to 
Japan as a missionary, in an address at 
the monthly meeting of the Ministerial 
Alliance at the Planters Hotel Monday, 
harshly condemned the principle of ths 
initiative, referendum and recall. 

Dr. Wainwright said it was the few, 
not the many, who worked for good pie 
a higher civilization, and affirmed that 
where the many wers in control the 
tendency was to corruption. He ap- 
pealed to men of wealth to patronize | 
and endow religion and literature. 

“IT am not speaking,’’ said Dr. Wain- 
wright, ‘“‘of the initiative, referendum 
and recall as a political issue in this 
country, but as a principle as it would 
be applied to civilization.

Here is the very phrase which he em- 


ploys, and it is not only declared to be 
ean issue, but the overwhelming issue. 
it was dweit upon by the candidates and 
by other speakers during the campaign, 
so that Mr. Roosevelt, then President, 
may be assumed to have had notice of 
‘it. He not only refused to admit then 
that it was the paramount issue, but he 
displayed extraordinary activity in urg- 
ing upon the country Mr. Taft, whom he 
has since declared to be the agent of 
bosses ahd the enemy of popular govern- 
nent. 

He i now advocating the direct elec- 
dion of Senators, but if he ever expressed 
himself in favor of this reform earlier 
than two years ago, the fact has es- 
caped my observation and [I have not 
only watched carefully, but waited 
anxiously for some favorable expression 
from him. 

The Democratic party began the fight 
for the popular election of Senators 20 
years ago this summer, when a Demo- 
‘ratic House of Representatives passed, 
for the first time, a resolution submit- 
ting the necessary amendment. Since 
that time a similar House in five other 
Congresses—‘irst in 1894; by another 
after two Con- 
gresses had elapsed, by three Repub- 
lican Houses, and last, by the present 
Democratic House. During the 20 years 
the reform had been indorsed in three 
Democratic platforms—the platforms of 
1900, 1904 and 1908—and it has been in- 
dorsed by the legislatures of nearly two- 
thirds of the states, 


Silent on Issue as President. 
Mr. Roosevelt must have known of 


the effort which was being made by 
the people to secure the popular elec- 
tion of Senators, and yet he took ne 
rart in the fight. During this time he 
was President for seven and one-half 
\ears, and it {fs quite certain that a 
ringing message from him would have 
brought victory to the people’s cause, 
tut no message came. Four years ago 
ihe convention which he controlled and 
which nominated Mr. Taft rejected by 
a vote of seven to one a resolution in- 
c:esing this reform. Still Mr. Roose- 
,ett did not say anything; neither re- 
buked the Republican convention nor 
indorsed the strong plank which was 
included in the Denver platform. 

Even Mr. Taft went so far during the 
campaign of 1908 as to say that per- 
eonally he was inclined to favor the 
pepular election of Senators by the peo- 
ple, but Mr. Roosevelt did not even in- 
dicate an intention In that direction. 
Now, when the reform ts practically se- 
cuted—the amendment bsing before the

Up to 
104 Mr. Roosevelt never discussed the 
Subject of railroad regulation officially 
or in public speech, so far as I have 
been able to find. Although nominated 
without opposition in the convention of 
1904, his platform contained no promise 
of railroad regulation. 

By its attitude on the railroad ques- 
tion the Democratic party alienated the 
who 
counted themselves Democrats, and Mr. 
Roosevelt, both in 1900, when he was 4 
candidate for Vice-President, and in 
1904, when he was a candidate for Presi- 
dent, had the benefit of the support of 
those @¢x-Democrats. It was in 1904 that 
he wrote his famous letter to Mr. Har- 
riman and in the State of New York 
profited by the campaign fund that Mr. 
Harriman raised. 

When, after 1904, Mr. Roosevelt took 
up the subject of railroad regulation he 
found more hearty support among the 
Liemocrats in the Senate and House 
than among the Republicans, :so that he 
has reason to know that the Democrati¢ 
party has for a) long time’ planted it- 
self boldly upon the people’s side on 
the subject of railroad regulation. 

Switch on Campaign Publicity. 

On the subject of publicity as to cam- 
paign contributions he has not only 
adopted the Democratic position, but he 
has been compelled to turn a com- 
plete somersault in order to do so. In 
19088 the Democratic platform demanded 
the publication, before election, of the 
uames of individual ‘contributors and the 
@2mounts contributed. 

Mr. Roosevelt at that time indorsed 
Mr. Taft’s contention that the publica- 
tion should be deferred until after the 
election, and even went so far as to give 
reasons for believing that it would be 
improper to make the publication before 
the election. Two years later he de- 
clared in favor. of publicity, before 
and after the election, landing on the 
Democratic side shortly before the law 
Was enacted carrying out the Demo- 
cratic platform on this subject. 

Here are a few of the things which 
bear the Democratic brand, and with all 
of his experience on the plains he will 
not be able to “‘work the brand over’ so 
as to make it look like “T. R.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept.. 30.—A legal 
fight for the $20,000 estate of J. J. Nal! 
is the echo of ‘“‘The Melting Pot” triple 
tragedy of last week. Back of the kill- 
ig of Mr. and Mrs. J. J. Hall by 
Arthur Hall, younger brother of his 
first victim, is the story of a Jew marry- 
ing a Gentile girl in opposition to the 
wishes of his family and every difficulty 
that arose later being ascribed to that 
fact. 

Following the tragedy came the quar- 
re) over. the burial. Mrs. Hall’s parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. A. Meecham, caused the 
bodies to be taken from the morgue 
and arranged for a- double burial at Cy- 
press Lawn Cemetery. But: Moses and 
Manuel Hall, father and elder brother 
of the dead man, objected and finally 
won their point of buying J. J. Hal! 
in. Salem ‘Cemetery, the Jewish burying 
ground. ‘Arthur Hall was’ buried at his 
side. 

Then followed the beginning of the 
fight over the estate and the revelation 
of the immediate cause of the tragedy. 
Mrs. Hall was.mother of a daughter 
known as Ester Meecham, and A. Mee- 
cham sought -the administratorship of 
the state, stating that as Hall died 
first, the property should revert to his 
widow and on her death to her daugh- 
ter. 

To this the Halls object and here ap- 

pears Pauline Hall, ll-year-old sister of 
the Hall brothers, who is regarded as 
the immediate cause of the ti: edy. The 
Halis contend that they and Pauline. 
whom J. J. Hall had said he would 
adopt, should share in the property. 
‘ Pauline was the especial favorite of | 
Arthur Hall and through an arrange- 
ment made by him was taken into the 
home of J. J. Hall. A short time ago, 
she left there after being disoiplined by 
Mrs. Hall and Arthur declared she had 
been discriminated against by Mrs. Ha& 
in favor of her own daughter. 

J. J. Hall defended his wife to Arthur 
and the quarrel had been running for 
several weeks. None knows exactly 
what preceded the killing of J. J. Hal) 
ii the wineroom of the St. Francis Ho- 
tel or the killing of Mrs. Hall in her 
home several blocks distant. It is be- 
lieved that Arthur also sought Esther 
Meecham at his bother’s home intend- 
ing, in his jealous rage, to kill her. In 
support of the theorv that Arthur had 
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became insane, Manuel Hall tells of 
Arthur’s rushing from the wineroom aft- 
er-he had shot his brother and trying 
to go to the Hall apartment in J. J. 
Hall’s automobile. Arthur had never 
triec to run an auto and steered it into 
a street car and left the wreckage in 
the street, completing his journey of 
death on a street car.

Washington for Affair 


With First Wife.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, Sept. 30.—After 27 
years spent in an effort to solve the 
mysteries surrounding his birth, A:- 
fred Summers Molineux, a car oiler 
for the Lackawanna Railroad at Ho- 
boken, who, when one week oli, was 
found drugged in a carpet bag on a 
train at South Amboy, N. J., believes 
he has ample grounds for asserting 
himself to be the son of Gen. Daniel 
E. Sickles, the famous soldier and 
diplomat. 

If Molineux is correct, Gen. Sickles 
is the father by his first wife of’a son 
54 years old, of whose existence het 
has not the slightest idea. 

Molineux inserted In a New York 

newspaper a few days ago a personal 
asking the address of Teresa Bagioll, 
daughter of Antonio Bagioli, a famous 
Itafan musician, who at the age of 17 
was married to Gen. Sickles. It was 
through this advertisement the story of 
the car oiler became public. This story, 
recalling a national scandal of more 
than half a century ago, is remarkable, 
but even less so than the reasons given 
ty Molineux for believing Mrs. Sickles 
concealed from her husband the birth of 
their son. Molineux points out that 
about a year before his birth Mrs. Sick- 
les became involved in an affair with 
Philip Barton Key, then United States 
District Attorney at Washington, and 
that about five months after, he Moli- 
neux, Was discovered in the carpet bag, 
Gen. Sickles shot Key to death. 
“For reasons that must be obvious,” 
said Molineux to a Post-Dispatch re- 
~orter, “I af convinced that my mothe:; 
who I am now certain was Mrs. Sickles, 
concealed from her husband every fact 
in the case. This would have been pos- 
sible. as Mrs. Sickles was left much to 
herself for months before I came into 
the world, and the deception with the 
aid of trusted friends, would have been 
simple.”’ 


Reluctantly Tells Story. 
Molineux for 20 years has been em- 
ployed by the Lackawanna and is now 
attached to the staff of the general fore- 
man of the car department. He is re- 
garded by his employers as a man of 
high integrity. His position is a re- 
sponsible one. He lives: in a modest 
home in Jersey City. His story, given 
reluctantly, was told in the presence of 
his wife, who has been ‘his chief aid in 
trying to strip the veil ef mystery sur- 
rounding his parentage. 

“T was found in’ a carpet bag Sept. 
10, 1858, but it was not until the early 
summer of 1885, when I was 27 years 
old, that I knew I was not the son of 
Henry and Betsy Molineux of Jersey 
City,’ he said. “One day in conversa- 
tion with James Miller, a neighbor, I 
learned there was some mystery con- 
nected with my birth, and, greatly 
shocked, I began to investigate. My 
supposed parents were then dead, but 
persistent delving developed the fact 
that Mrs. Mary King, an aged nurse 
then living on Wayne street, in Jersey 
City, might, if she choose, give me val- 
uable information. For a long time 
Mrs. King refused, but ultimately she 
told me something of what she knew.” 

Certain of the facts as set forth by 
Mrs. King have been verified through 
newspapers published on the day fol- 
lowing’ the finding of the babe. The 
New York Herald of Sept. 11, 1858, gives 
a brief account of the incident. Accord-

He learned he was a lawyer and poll- 
ticlan, that he had been secretary to 
the American legation in London in 
1853 and that he later had won fame as 
a soldier and diplomat. Ultimately he 
fuund out something about Gen. Sickiés’ 
wife. Her father had come to this coun- 
try from Italy in 1827 with the first 
Italian opera to perform in America and 
had become noted. His only child was 
the daughter, and she had married Gen 
Sickles almost before. she went into 
long dresses. At the time of Molineux’s 
birth she had been a society leader in 
Washington. 

Mrs. King told Molineux that the Cap- 
tain had placed the baby and carpet bag 
in her care.

“Federal censorship” you so much fear, will be 
created by the new statute has long existed. Pub- 
lications have been excluded from the mails upon 
the order of the Postmaster-General for various 
reasons which may seem good to him, but whether 
good or not,’ there can be no appeal from his de- 
cision; n¢é court can review, modify or vacate his 
order. When you say “the power {is given to the 
Postal Department to exclude newspapers from 
the. mails upon conditions named,” you misstate 


Tthe prop@sition, and thus mislead the reader. The 


Postmaster-Genera] already has the power, but 
Has. never used it. for the specific reasons set 
out In the new statute; therefore, Congress now 
directs him to exercise that power upon all pub- 


statute.

so long as it does exist the object sought by the 
new statute can be gained in this way better 
than in any other. State laws cannot be so com- 
vrehensively effective, Minnesota has such a 
statute, passed three months ago, but it applies 
otily to. the publication of: “political matter” and 
disqualifies a violator of the stgtute for holding 
The law 18 being generally observed by 
publishers, but its constitutionality has been at- 
tacked.

MONUMENT TO APPLE TREE, 
From the New York Evening Telegram. 

Recently at Dundela,:. near Morris- 
burg, Ontario, a monument was un- 
veiled to an apple tree. 

The farmers of Dundas County by pop- 
ular subscription have placed a marble 
stone close to the spot wheré stands the 
original McIntosh red apple tree that 
succumbed only recently after braving 
the storms and its enemies for more 
than one hundred years. 

About 115 years ago John Mcintosh 
went to Canada and settled in Matilda 
township, where he found a number of 
apple trees while clearing a place for a 
home. One of them produted fruit of 
such superior color and quality that he 
named it the McIntosh Red. 

Tt soon attracted attention and his 
son, Allan, propagated from it and com- 
menced to disseminate the variety. In 
recent years it has been widely circu- 
lated and is now planted in all parts 
of the Continent where apples flourish. 
In 189% the old tree was partly injured 
by fire, but continued to bear on one side 
until 1908, when it failed forever.

“Clean breaks are demanded in every 
glove fight in my country,” said Mr. 
Kelly, ‘and referees are réquired to give 
this rule a strict enforcement.” 

There is a fast-growing demand for 
the application of this rule in boxing 
contests wherever given, and in the 
United States it is observed ir. nearly 
all sections where bouts of importance 
are held, except on the Pacific Coast, 
particularly in California: Out there it 
won’t be very long before it will be 
found necessary to adop. the rule in 
protection of the promoters’ interests 
and for the preservation of the sport. 


Helps Uplift the Game. 

This. modification of the Queensberry 
code, simple as it may seem, is doing 
more to brush aside long-standing prej- 
udice against ring contests than ‘any 
change which has been noted since the 
code was written. 

The possibilities of boxing as a source 
of entertainment and recreation are rec- 
ognized by a lot of people now who for- 
merly opposed it because of the many 
objectionable features. Not the least of 
these Was the spectacle of a rough-and-
